1  laborative  effort  by  several  area  schools  to  test  the 
^    Hoosac  River  for  a  variety  of  pollutants  in  the 

water.  Each  school  was  assigned  to  two  test  and   ^* 
•  -    survey  sights  a  mainstream  and  a  tributary  of  the  f 
.     river.  At  each  of  these  sites  the  schools  had  a  series 
I    of  tests  to  run  on  the  water  including  Ph,  chloride, 
£    alkalinity,  dissolved  oxygen,  t.s.s.,  and  fecal  coli- 
\    form. 

All  the  data  was  sent  to  Drury  where  a  team 
of  computer  experts  put  all  the  information  into 
spreadsheets  and  graphs.  And  then  a  slideshow 
was  presented  so  the  other  schools  could  compare 
results.

Partly  on  the  arm  of  Chris  Mullen,  the  Drury 
High  School  baseball  team  won  the  Western 
Mass.  Division  II  championship  Friday  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  with  a  6-3  win  over  Palmer. 

Mullen,  a  senior  left-hander  who  was  6-3  with  a  1.60 
earned  run  average  during  the  regular  season,  pitched  his 
third  victory  in  the  tournament,  this  time  allowing  only 
three  hits,  walking  only  one,  and  striking  out  three. 

Drury  Coach  Tom  McGrath,  noting  the  rough  start 
that  his  team  had  yesterday,  said  being  behind  early  was 
not  that  big  of  a  setback.
